Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed on December 11, 2008 has been entered. Claims 3, 7, 8 and 12 have 
been cancelled. Claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 9-11 are pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Rejection of claims 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Momose et al 
(JP 2001062391) has been withdrawn due to amendment. 

3. Rejection of claims 1, 2 and 8-12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Onishi et al (JP 1 1300271) in view of Momose et al has been withdrawn due to amendment. 

4. Rejection of claims 3-7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Momose et al 
or Onishi et al (JP 1 1300271) in view of Momose et al, as applied above, and further in view of 
Geary et al (US 4801680) has been withdrawn due to amendment. 

5. Rejection of claims 8-12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Momose et 
al in view of Onishi et al has been withdrawn due to amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 9-1 1 allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior art 
fails to teach that to show the criticality of the ratio of the number of 3 -hydroxy alky lamide 
hydroxyl groups of about 1 .2 to about 1 .6 per polyester resin carboxyl group. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
